TJio KuglUli Church Service* 


During a visit to Stratford-on-Avon, the 


Rev. Ward Beecher attended sei vice there 
in the Established Church, and in a letter 
gives the following account of the service: 


As I approached the church, the church- 


yard was to be passed, and an avenue of lime 
trees, meeting overhead, formed a beautiful 
way', as I passed through this, iny soul exulted 
to go up to the house of GOD. 


On entering the house, which was a state- 


ly and beauliful edifice, I sat down in a pew 
close by the reading-desk and pulpit. As I 
looked along to the channel, which stood some 
fifty or sixty feet back of the pulpit and desk, 
I saw upon the wall the well known bust 
of Shakspeare,.and knew that beneath the 
pavement, under that his dust was repos- 
ing. 


In a few minutes a little fat man, with a 


red collar and red cuffs, advanced from a side 
room, behind the pulpit, and led the way for 
the rector, a man of about fifty, bald, except 
on the sides of his head, which were covered 
with, white hair. I hud been anxious lest some 
one of Cowpers ministerial fops should offi- 
ciate, tnd the sight of this aged man was good. 
The form of his face and head indicated firm- 
ness, but they were suffused with an expres- 
sion of benevolence. 
Ho ascended the read- 


Ing desk and the service began. 
You know 


my mother was, until her marriage, in the 
communion of the Episcopal Church; this 
thought hardly left me while I sat, grateful 
for the privilege of worshipping God through 
u service which had expressed so often her 
devotions. 
I had never such a trance of 


worship—and can never have such anothwr 
view of heaven again, until I reach the 
gate. 


I am so ignorant of the Church service, 


that I cannot tell the various parts by their 
right names—but the portions which most af- 
fected me, were the prayers and responses 
which the choir sang. I had never heard any 
part of a supplication—a direct prayer, sung 
by a choir, and it seemed as though I heard 
no* with my ear, but with my soul—I was 
dissolved—my whole being seemed to me like 
an incense wafted gratefully to God 
The 


Divine presence rose before me in wondrous 
majesty, but of ineffable gentleness, and I 
could not stay away from more familiar ap- 
proach, but seemed irresistibly yet gently 
drawn towards God. 


•'My soul, then thou didst magnify the 


Lord, and rejoice in the God of thy salva- 
tion."

The Boston Slave Case. 


Sims, the fugitive, it seems, was smuggled 


out of Boston by night in violation of law.— 
A writ of personal replevin was issued against 
him, and placed in the hands of Deputy Sher- 
iff Colvin, to be returned to the Court oi 
Common Pleas. But the U. S. Marshal re- 
fused to pay any heed to it, or to allow it to 
be served. 


Sims was taken from prison after the moon 


had set, toward five o'clock in the morning, 
under the direction of Marshal Tukey, placed 
in the centre of a hollow square, and escorted 
by Mayof Bigelow and 100 of the Police, he 
was taken on board the Acorn, attended also 
by 10ft members of the Vigilance Committee. 


As he descended the steps of the Boston 


baracoou, his sable checks were bathed in 
tears, and although he evinced the deepest 
grief and sorrow, he marched with u firm and 
manly step like a martyr and a hero, to his 
fate. The only demonstration made by the 
spectators as the procession passed were fre- 
quent cries of " Shame," " Shame," and ques- 
tions of " Where is Liberty f" la this Massa- 
chusetts and Boston? Is that Charlestown 
and Bunker Hill ? 


Sims was not ironed, but was within the 


close embrace of two officers. 


Just as Sims reached the deck of the -ves- 


sel, a man standing upon the wharf cried out, 


; Sims, preach liberty to tho slaves." 


As the boat left the wharf the party en- 


gaged in prayer for the Slave.

O! it was then that the 
strong heart ot Eribest Rudulph was bowed, 
and then, in the wildness of his despair, he 
would have rushed back to the land of his 
persecution, and dared them to do their worst. 
But that land was far away. He was re- 
moved alike from persecutions and from sym- 
pathy. Around him he heard only 
voices, and a strange language, and if he 
looked upon the uncaring ocean there was 
nothing there but the screaming sea-birds, and 
how could they comfort him ? 


A weary voyage was his, to the land where 


he hoped to make his home, and when at last 
its green forests towered in sight he hailed 
them only with the despondency of a deso- 
late heart. 
But the strife of life was to be 


borre, and its toils endured, and that by one 
who had hitherto known nothing but the 
proud indulgence of ease. Yet he struggled 
on, manfully, but his struggles were soon o\er. 
He had found the broad maples in their sum- 
mer green, on that western shore, and when 
autumn had tinged the red leaves, the stran- 
ger stopped to mark a grave among the cedars 
—a lone grave with one little stone that told 
of the resting place of Eribest Rudulph.
